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FUNSTON ASKS F O R I O R E TROOPS 


Gen. Villa Being 
Forced Into Trap; 
Divides His Forces 


Defeated Twice In Single Day By 


Carranza Troops — Present 
Course Of Flight Will Lead Into 
Jaws Of Trap:Set By U.S. Troops 
— Bandit Chief Leads. 


SAN ANTONIO, TEX., March 21.—General Funston considers 


the Mexican situation so serious that this afternoon he asked Wash- 
ington for more troops. 


The rapid advance of General Perching's expedition has placed 


it so far from it border .base that additional soldiers are immediately 
required to protect this "dangerously thin" line of communications, 
General Funston explained this afternoon, announcing his call on the 
war department for reinforcements. 


Within a day or two, due to the exceedingly rapid advance be- 


ing made by the American cavalry, General Pershing-'s communica- 
tion line will be 200 miles long. 


It was stated at army headquarters that additional troops are 


needed not only as a protection against sudden rear guard actions by 
Villistas, but against any "parties" who might care to make trouble 
for the American expeditionary force. 


Funston declined to state the number of troops he had requested. 
The additional troops requested, the number and exact compo- 


sition of which will later be announced by the department, will con- 
sist of cavalry and infantry, and possibly some artillery. 


There are now 30,000 federal soldiers in General Funston's de- 


partment of the Southwest, but of these only a portion are available 
for foreign service, the great majority being used for border patrol. 
Five thousand are in the Brownsville district alone.

Censorship during the time of war la 
supposed to be for the purpose of con- 
cealing from Hie enemy the intentions 
of the government and the movement 
of troop«. It is really exorcised for the 
purpose of keeping from the country 
the knowledge of the great losses, the 
horrors of battlefifld and camp and 
the blunders of the war office and the 
generals who handle UK* troops. 


Our government has adopted a ays 


tern of censorship that "ill make It Im 
possible for anything to get out con- 
cerning the war. If there should be 
anything like a wnr, save that which 
meets the approval of (he officials. 


New* From Washington. 


Practically all the news will come 


from Washlngtoti« •» here it will be for 
warded by toe commanding officers 
The war correspondents will not be 
permitted to send anything except that 
which has been approved by the offi- 
cer*, and this will be tbc same as the 
officers have sent to Washington. Dur- 
ing the little flurry over Vera Cru» 
that kind of system was worked. No 
news was sent from Vera Cruz by the 
correspondents save by those attached 
to the navy. 


Blam«d Daniel*. 


Secretary Daniels was a newspaper 


man himself, and he allowed consid- 
erable freedom'5'for correspondents. 
Those attached to the navy sent mat 
ter from Veru Cruz which was verj 
much disliked, and the point is now 
raised that but for the liberality ol 
Daniels the manner of handling news 
at Vera Cruz would have been per- 
fect—that is, it would hare been Just 
what the office** in charge wanted 
We are very Ilkfcjy to see the system 
woikiug in |>crf*ct order in relation to 
tbo present Mexican trouble.
